A tax rate of $29 has been set 
for 1963, 

The Board of Assessors and the 
state Tax Department have 
approved the rate, 

Schools are responsible for 
$15.77, while general government 
is listed at $13.23, 

While the gross amount to be 
raised by taxation is up about 10 
percent over a year ago, Chairman 
Archibald D, Maclaren pointed out 
that gross valuation increases 
amount to $3,659,300, The total 
valuation now is $96,803, 200,

In June, the department will 
apply a foliage spray using a sub- 
stance called ‘‘Sevin"’, This is 
particularly effective, as good as 
DDT, according to Mr, Busby but 
is not toxic to warm blooded crea- 
tures, 

Whether it’s a dormant spray 
or one applied to the foliage, the 
days are long gone when tree 
department trucks spray all trees 
on al] streets, Rather, it is a 
selective program in operation, 
with some areas of minimal infes- 
tation not being sprayed at all, 

“If pesticides are measured and 
applied accurately and carefully”, 
Busby commented, ‘there should 
be no problem at all’’, 

He noted that some sections are 
not sprayed due to nearby pastures, 
where animals are allowed to 
graze; if a particular type of tree 
is encountered, which is not 
touched by the specific insects the 
spray is designed to kill, it is not 
sprayed - even though the mass 
spraying techniques may be easier 
because they are not selective.

Over Payments 


Police officers working onhigh- 
way construction jobs in And6ver 
experience no difficulty in getting 
paid, unlike other communities. 

It has been publicly stated re- 
cently that some other towns find 
payment difficult, because the con- 
tractor is sending the men’s pay 
to the town itself - and it goes 
directly into the town treasury, 


But the departmental appropria- 
tion in those communities are not 
adequate to meet the emergency 
requirements. 

Here, the contractors send a 
check to the police department, 
based on a voucher submitted by 
the department for the hours 
worked by each man, The pay is 
then divided as needed, and each 
man signs a receipt for the pay as 
he gets it, 

The state, while requiring that 
adequate police protection be 
provitied on road construction jobs, 
also has halted the practice of 
paying the officers individually, 
Thus the contractor, which ineach 
case foots the bill for the police, 
is supposed to pay the officers’ 
employer, 

By simply having the payment 


made to the local department, it- 


has been possible to pay the 
officers regularly, and without re- 
sorting to special town meetings 
or transfers fromthe finance com- 
mittee as is the experience inother 
communities,
